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CONTROVERSIAL traffic measures in West 
Bay could be considered again after district 
councillors were presented with a petition from 
concerned residents and traders. 

However the hard work isn’t over yet, warned one 
Bridport councillor. 

Last week during a full council meeting members of 
West Dorset District Council (WDDC) received the 
petition, which calls for the removal of the West Bay 
Road pinch point and for priority at the shops to be re¬ 
verted back towards the harbour. The petition has been 
signed by 1,484 local people. 

Michael Nicks, of the West Bay Community Forum, 
thanked Dorset County Council for agreeing to re¬ 
move the pinch point but stressed that safety issues 
nearer the harbour were still causing unease. 

He said: “Please do not let one of the most danger¬ 
ous turns on a road continue and inhibit the movement 
of residents and business.”

Mr Nicks had previously told the View from Bridport 
that vehicle counts carried out by the forum showed 
that, at busy times, two thirds of vehicles turn towards 
the harbour, meaning drivers need to make a right turn 
across oncoming traffic. 

This is made worse, he said, by observations of 
pedestrians choosing to cross the road at random 
places, which he blames in part on the lack of a des¬ 
ignated crossing outside of St John’s Church. 

An island in the road, which provided a safer place 
to cross, was removed during the enhancement 
scheme and has not been replaced. 

At the meeting councillors agreed to refer their pol¬ 
icy committee, and will contact the county council 
with the request. 

The campaign has received the backing of several

JULIAN NANGLE is a publisher, poet and former 
bookshop owner with, at one time, five Words Etc 
shops in Dorset, including Dorchester and Brid- 
port. 

Over the years he has published poetry antholo¬ 
gies, with some of the country's best-know names 
on the pages of those books. He ventured into 
magazines and today still earns a living from the 
literary world, dealing in rare books, specialising 
in modern first editions. 

He is one of the founders of a group of poets 
which have recently started staging public events 
in Dorchester. The next gathering will be on Satur¬ 
day, February 1st at 7.30pm in the King's Arms, 
Dorchester when the theme for the evening will be 
"love." The last meeting attracted around 50 peo¬ 
ple. 


■ HOW did your love of books come about? 

Largely from school where I was encouraged by one of the 
teachers, Harry Guest, who was a published poet, featuring 
in Penguin Modern Poets. He taught me English and 
French and was rather avant garde and quite an influence 
on me and other boys at school. 

I used to send some of my poems to my mother who was 
much impressed and showed them to a poet who she 
knew, Anthony Naumann. He took me under his wing and 
encouraged me. We would meet up and talk about poetry 
and what I had written. In many ways, became an alterna¬ 
tive father and greatly influenced me. 

■ HOW did you become involved with the book trade? 
I think we all realised there was little hope of making a liv¬ 
ing out of writing poetry so my mother, thinking laterally, 
thought that if I couldn't get into new books I could get 
into old books and found me a job in a bookshop. 

I went off to work in a posh bookshop just off Bond Street 
in London where we had no end of famous people coming 
in. I remember delivering books to Jean Shrimpton's home 
and one day helping George Harrison who was looking for 
books on Art Deco. 

■ AND had you continued to write? 

Yes, I had a collection of poems published and sold them 
to everyone I could think of at eight guineas a throw. I had 
a hundred copies printed and managed to sell all of them. 
The next year I published Words Etc which featured poets 
such as Brian Patten which did quite well. 

■ AND when did your first bookshop come about? 

In 1975 I moved from Godaiming where I had been man¬ 
aging a bookshop for someone else and opened the first 
Words Etc in Islington. I was also still publishing other peo¬ 
ple's works and did about twenty in all. 

Then I decided I wanted to do some poetry reading and 
managed to persuade the Arts Council to give me some 
funding and, somehow, managed to persuade some of the 
big names of the day to take part. I had a friend who 



seemed to know everyone who helped a great deal. 

It was quite a strange period. I remember interviewing 
Vikram Seth and thinking to myself at the time how bizarre 
it was. I was also publishing a sort of Private Eye for the 
book trade which was also good fun. 

■ WHEN did you come to Dorset? 

I was together with Anna by this time and we initially 
bought a house in Childe Okeford, moving in 1992 to Marn- 
hull and then, in 1992 I opened the bookshop in Blandford 
and then in Dorchester in 1994. 

I realised I had rather cut myself off from the world so it 
was nice, when I got fed up of working alone, upstairs on 
the rare books, to be able to come down, have a coffee and 
talk to people. 
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■ WHAT were you first impressions of Dorchester? 

It was rather run down at the time. Half of South Street 
seemed to be up for rent at that point, but there was a 
Blackwells bookshop at the time a couple of doors down 
which I thought would be good for me and was a good 
sign that people were at least interested in books. 

Luckily it all went well and I was still doing the rare books 
and first editions which was some security. 

■ AND were you made to feel welcome? 

It was a bit slow at first, but Alistair Chisholm, (town crier 
and local tour guide) was through the door almost as soon 
as we opened and got me involved with the local business 
community. He was trying to get the Business Improve¬ 
ment District set up at the time and got me involved, in¬ 
cluding writing down my thoughts about how the town 
could make the best of itself. I remember talking about 
how we needed a feelgood factor, having a future people 
could share, that sort of thing. 

■ And you also branched out into local publishing? 

In about 2005 Alistair presented me with his suggestions 
for a series of Dorchester Walks. I think we managed to sell 
about 5,000 copies in all. 

There were also small publications on William Barnes and 
Thomas Hardy. 

■ BUT the world changed and the likes of Amazon, 
must have affected your business? 

It did, it's been something I would have rather done with¬ 
out. We had five shops at one point - one in London and 
others in Blandford, Bridport, Weymouth and of course 
Dorchester. 

We sold them off one by one, the last, Dorchester in 2006, 
which in many ways came as a huge relief, but throughout 
the rare books have continued although that has also seen 
a decline and there are fewer collectors now than there 
were. 

■ But you decided to stay in Dorchester? 

Yes although we did moved to Chichester for two years 
where I again ended up running a bookshop for some of 
that time, until we decided to come back. 

There is something about Dorset and Dorchester. Our chil¬ 
dren have largely grown up here and we have good friends 
here. I also love the literary connections - Hardy, William 
Barnes, the Moule family and the Powys family and we also 
love the countryside and the coast.

Bridport councillors. 

At the meeting David 
Tett, a town and district 
councillor, spoke in sup¬ 
port of the petition, be¬ 
lieving the current layout 
causes needless prob¬ 
lems. 

He said: “The bulk of 
all traffic, cars, buses, 
boats, delivery service 
vehicles and emergency 
services turn right into 
the harbour area. There 
are 130 properties on 
West Cliff alone, and the 
only way in and out of 
West Cliff is via the har¬ 
bour area. 

“When priority of 
movement off the West 
Bay Road was given to a 
right hand turn, no prob¬ 


lem was ever experi¬ 
enced. 

“Now, of course, with 
an ever increasing usage 
of the bay, the build-up 
of traffic causes a snarl 
up of vehicles, resulting 
in consequent delays 
and, above all, raises 
road safety issues. This is 
aggravated by the re¬ 
moval of the road cross¬ 
ing. 

“Whilst I appreciate the 
thinking behind the 
scheme of enhancement 
was to make West Bay 
pedestrian friendly, in 
practice it does not work 
and causes unnecessary 
frustration. 

“To revert to the former 
position of giving prior¬ 
ity to vehicles turning 


right would take minimal 
ground works and cost 
very little money - in 
fact, ultimately, it could 
save money.” 

After the meeting, 
Councillor Tett told the 
View from Bridport: “We 
have won the battle but 
now we have to convince 
Dorset County Council 
and win the war. I imag¬ 
ine, therefore, there is 
much work yet to be 
done.” 

Town, district and 
county councillor Ros 
Kayes, who lives in Brid¬ 
port, was pleased with 
WDDC’s response but 
shared Councillor Tett’s 
view that there was much 
work still to be done. 

She said: “I’d like to 


thank colleagues on the 
district council for listen¬ 
ing to the arguments of 
West Bay residents, and 
to the residents for com¬ 
ing to the meeting to 
show their support. 

“All the councillors 
from the Bridport area 
spoke in favour of chang¬ 
ing the junction back to 
the way it was formerly. 
There was clear recogni¬ 
tion of how dangerous 
and confusing it is. 

“When I spoke I said 
that the proposals were 
an example of something 
that might have looked 
good on paper but which 
transpired on the ground 
to be totally counterpro¬ 
ductive.

Bus drivers to strike Monday 


BUS operators First hope to 
continue running the 31 
service, which serves Brid¬ 
port as part of the Axmin- 
ster-Weymouth route, 

despite drivers calling a 
one-day strike on Monday, 
January 20th. 

First UK Bus has con¬ 
firmed it has been notified 
by drivers in Weymouth and 
Bridport that they have 
called a one-day strike fol¬ 
lowing disputes over pay 
and working conditions. 

However, the company in¬ 
tends to continue its 31 serv¬ 
ice between Axminster and 
Bridport. 

Those taking industrial ac¬ 
tion are members of the 


Unite union. Drivers have 
argued their pay is below 
the rate received by drivers 
working at the Yeovil depot, 
which they say is “unfair”. 

Marc Reddy, managing di¬ 
rector of First Hampshire 
and Dorset, said: “We are 
very disappointed that our 
drivers have seen fit to take 
industrial action. 

“This has come after sev¬ 
eral months of discussions 
about pay with local union 
representatives when we put 
forward various options to 
them during the talks. 

“The 1.5 per cent pay rise 
we have offered them has 
already been accepted 
favourably by our other em¬ 


ployees in Dorset and we re¬ 
main open to further discus¬ 
sions with our drivers at the 
two depots at any time. 

“We shall continue urging 
the union and our drivers to 
pursue negotiations rather 
than take this disruptive in¬ 
dustrial action. 

“However, I can assure 
our customers that contin¬ 
gency plans are already in 
place to minimise any pos¬ 
sible negative impact the 
drivers’ action may have on 
them. 

“We will also keep them 
informed through Twitter, 
Facebook and our website 
about any changes to their 
services which may result.” 


Brighter future for the rural economy 


THE findings of a recent survey show 
a recovery has taken root in the rural 
economy. 

Farming businesses are looking for¬ 
ward to a profitable 2014 with ex¬ 
pectations for sales and profits 
higher than the previous 12 months, 
according to the Country Land and 
Business Association (CLA). 

The Rural Economy Index, which is 
produced by the CLA in conjunction 
with rural surveyors Smiths Gore, of¬ 
fers a quarterly insight into the busi¬ 
ness environment of the rural 
economy. 

The December survey reports that 
financial growth spread from non¬ 
farming businesses to the farming 
sector during the final third of 2013, 


with more farming businesses re¬ 
porting rising rather than falling 
sales for the first time in a year. 

Agricultural businesses expect 
profitability to be higher in the next 
12 months with the net balance ris¬ 
ing to 11 per cent. 

Nine per cent of rural businesses, 
such as property and tourism enter¬ 
prises, said they were expecting to 
employ more people during the 
coming year. 

The results show that the farming 
sector expects to hold its own and 
continue to employ the same num¬ 
ber of people as it did in the previ¬ 
ous 12 months. 

CLA South West Director John Mor¬ 
timer said: "Recovery in the rural 


economy now seems firmly rooted 
and we can look forward to 2014 
with greater confidence. 

"With confidence hit by bad 
weather, poor harvests and the rising 
price of livestock feed, farming has 
been in the doldrums during the 
past year but for most farming busi¬ 
nesses, the pessimism of the past 12 
months has now gone, and they are 
now looking forward to higher sales 
and profits in 2014." 

The Rural Economy Index is a sam¬ 
ple of rural businesses from all re¬ 
gions in England and Wales. 
Agricultural and non-agricultural 
businesses are analysed separately in 
recognition of the fact that the sec¬ 
tors have different economic drivers.

Police warning on flood risks 


POLICE have been advising Dorset residents of the 
problems caused by careless driving through flood 
water. 

They have also warned of the risk of landslides fol¬ 
lowing the long period of adverse weather. 

Dorset Police have said that on many occasions 
large vehicles, similar to four-wheel drive cars, are 
being driven through standing water at speed cre¬ 
ating a wash that penetrates flood defences of 
nearby properties. 

In some areas of the county some drivers are ig¬ 
noring road closure signs to drive through floods, 
exacerbating problems caused by flooding and 
adding to the worry and distress of affected home 
owners. 

Superintendent Jared Parkin, of Dorset Police, said: 
"Motorists continuing to drive at speed through 
flood water are causing significant bow waves and 
further flooding to houses already saturated with 
water. Houses, that so far have escaped flooding, are 
being flooded by these waves. 

"Understandably, this is extremely upsetting for 
those affected who are already battling against this

terrible weather." 

All road users are advised not to drive through 
flood water or ignore road closure signs. Where 
ground water is present on the roads and cannot be 
avoided motorists are advised to take great care and 
to drive slowly. 

Superintendent Parkin added: "Roads are closed 
because they are impassable. Do not ignore the 
signs, to do so is dangerous. 

"All road closures are assessed regularly and will 
be lifted as soon as it is safe to do so. The patience 
of the public in this matter is appreciated." 

The force is also advising of the risk of landslides 
in the county following the adverse weather. 

Landslides often take place after wet weather as 
there is a delay in the rainwater falling and soaking 
into the ground. Cliffs and areas that have clays at 
the base and porous sandstone or limestone at the 
top are prone to landslides because the water soaks 
down through the cliff top but cannot pass through 
the clay.

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Local plan to be discussed next week 


THE development of the draft 
local plan for West Dorset, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland will be dis¬ 
cussed at an exploratory meeting 
later this month. 

Next steps for the plan will be 
considered on Wednesday, January 
22nd, at 10am. 

The meeting was requested by 
the Government Planning Inspec¬ 
tor to give council representatives 
a chance to address his initial com¬ 
ments and concerns before a public 
examination of the draft plan can 
take place. 

The decision to hold a meeting 
could result in the drafting process 
taking longer to complete, warned 
the leader of West Dorset District 
Council. 

Councillor Robert Gould said: “It 


is extremely frustrating that com¬ 
pletion of the joint local plan could 
be delayed by this intervention. 

“We have followed the process 
properly in a professional manner 
with our partners at Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council 

“We have taken the views of 
local people into account following 
substantial public consultation and 
changed the plan accordingly to re¬ 
flect these views where possible. 

“The message we appear to be 
getting is that the plan is not ambi¬ 
tious enough in terms of housing 
development, but we have applied 
nationally recognised figures from 
the Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) while still respecting the 
views of local people where possi¬ 
ble.” 


The councils used targets in the 
draft plan from projected figures 
for housing need as determined by

Public examination is a formal 
part of the process for of adoption 
of a local plan and follows exten¬ 
sive public consultation by the 
councils. 

Although open to the public, the 
meeting is not being held for ob¬ 
jections or concerns about content 
in the plan to be raised but for the 


councils to address specific issues 
highlighted by the inspector, in¬ 
cluding housing targets. People 
cannot participate in discussion un¬ 
less specifically invited to do so by 
the inspector. 

The local plan sets out a long 
term planning strategy for the area 
up to 2031 to meet future housing, 
employment and leisure needs. It 
also looks at how climate change 


can be tackled, the environment 
protected and how future develop¬ 
ment can be made more sustain¬ 
able. 

Councillors also use the plan to 
help guide their decision-making, 
such as when considering planning 
applications. 

The meeting takes place in South 
Walks House, Dorchester, at 10am 
on Wednesday, January 22nd. 


Have your say on extraction plans 


DORSET County Council is encouraging people to 
have their say after possible locations for future min¬ 
eral extraction in the county were unveiled. 

People can make comments on two documents - 
the Mineral Sites Plan and the Waste Plan Issues 
Paper - before the deadline of Thursday, February 
13th. 

The eight-week consultation period is a chance for 
residents and other stakeholders to understand 
where the suggested extraction sites are and to 
have their say before any decisions are made by the 
county council. 

Mike Garrity, head of minerals and waste planning 
policy at Dorset County Council, said: "It is very im¬ 
portant that residents and stakeholders express 
their views on the 44 suggested extraction sites 
now, as their opinions will shape the basis of more 
detailed appraisals of each site and ultimately could 
help form the decisions made by the county coun¬ 
cil." 

The county council, in partnership with 
Bournemouth Borough Council and the Borough of 
Poole, is in the early stages of producing the Mineral 
Sites Plan document that, once adopted, will set out 


potential locations for the extraction of sand, gravel, 
building stone and ball clay to meet national, re¬ 
gional and local requirements. 

The 44 sites listed in the plan were suggested by 
the minerals industry and landowners. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, chairman of the 
Bournemouth, Dorset and Poole minerals and waste 
joint advisory committee, said: "Future recycling and 
waste facilities for Dorset should be high on all our 
agendas. The negative impact on the environment 
by sending waste to landfill is unsustainable and we 
need to find appropriate solutions. 

"The questions asked in the Waste Plan Issues 
paper will address such problems."

Bike campaign success 


A CAMPAIGN to raise awareness 
of safe cycling at night has been 
branded a success by Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

The Dorset Road Safe 'No Ex¬ 
cuse' team announced its Bike 
Lights initiative in November in a 
bid to reduce the number of cycle 
casualties on the county's roads. 

Teams of officers carried out a 
series of targeted operations 
across the county and actively 
stopped cyclists found riding 
without lights across different 
parts of the county. 

A total of 73 children and young 
people were issued with a warn¬ 
ing on the consequences of rid¬ 
ing in the dark without lights and 
visibility clothing. 

Traffic officers then fitted their 
bikes with a free set of lights and 
gave the rider a 'No Excuse' reflec-

tive snap band and florescent 
bag. 

They were also issued with an 
information letter to hand to their 
parents or guardians. 

A total of 41 adults were caught 
riding without lights and were is¬ 
sued with a £50 Fixed Penalty No¬ 
tice and a Defect Notice. 

The riders were told they could 
take their cycle to a police station 
within seven days to prove lights 
had been fitted and their ticket 
would be cancelled. A total of 18 
adults took that option. 

I nspector Matt Butler, of Dorset 
Police's Traffic Unit, said: "The Bike 
Lights initiative has proved suc¬ 
cessful in Dorset by helping to 


spread the message about the 
dangers of cycling in the dark 
without lights. 

"The majority of young people 
realised they should have lights 
once they were reminded and all 
thanked the officers for their 
lights, florescent kit and informa¬ 
tion leaflet. 

"More young people now have 
the tools they need to ride safely 
around the county. 

"I would like to remind all cy¬ 
clists they should wear a helmet, 
light coloured or fluorescent 
clothing in daylight and reflective 
clothing with bike lights in the 
dark.This will make sure that they 
are seen by other road users." 

Further Bike Lights initiatives 
will take place in the county, in¬ 
cluding in Bridport, county until 
April.

THE new Lord-Lieutenant for 
Dorset has been appointed 
by the Queen, succeeding the 
incumbent when she retires 
this weekend. 

Former leader of Dorset 
County Council, Angus Camp¬ 
bell, will step into the role 
when Mrs Anthony Pitt-Rivers 
stands down from the posi¬ 
tion she's held since 2006.

Big increase in pothole 
reports after heavy rainfall 

OVER one thousand issues relating to the road maintenance have been re¬ 
ported to Dorset County Council since the start of the year. 

The highways maintenance team has been under intense pressure, with 
cracks and potholes appearing in many of the county’s road surfaces due to 
recent heavy rainfall. 

According to the council, crews are working flat out to tackle the latest 
wave of road defects as residents use the ‘report a problem’ function on 
www.dorsetforyou.com to log a variety of highways issues. 

Andrew Martin, head of the Dorset County Council’s highways opera¬ 
tions, said: “The recent extreme weather has presented us with exceptional 
demand on our services but we have 35 teams currently deployed to address 
the numerous incidents and defects that have appeared in recent week, these 
include pothole repair, ditch clearing, high pressure drain clearance and 
gully emptying. 

“We aim to repair potholes that present an immediate hazard to motorists 
within 32 hours, and all other defects within 28 days. With the present num¬ 
ber of reports we are doing our best to keep to this commitment.” 

To report a highways issue visit www.dorsetforyou.com/winter and click 
the report a problem link. 

There is a telephone line for emergency highways issues, which has also 
been busy with a high volume of calls. The number to call during office 
hours is 01305 221020, and out-of-hours it is 0845 0678 999. 

The council has also reminded motorists to heed all road signs, and plan 
their journeys in advance. 

Andrew Martin added: “We have had a number of instances where people 
have ignored our warning signs, or even removed them, and driven into 
heavily flooded areas. 

“Even if they don’t damage their 
vehicles, the waves they make 
while going through the water can 
end up washing into people’s gar¬ 
dens and even their properties. 

“Signs are there for a reason, we 
would ask people to allow more 
time for their journeys at the mo¬ 
ment and find alternative routes to 
avoid flooded areas.”

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Advice to keep children safe online 


THE increased use of 
smartphones and tablets 
by children has led Dorset 
Police to issue online 
safety advice. 

A surge is expected in 
the use of the devices by 
younger people after they 
have been received as 
Christmas gifts, and the 
force is warning of the 
risks of accessing inap¬ 
propriate websites, losing 
control over pictures and 
videos and giving away 
personal information - as 
well as communicating 
with strangers. 

Bullying online is also a 
risk and causes distress 
and fear to children and 
young people. 

Internet Safety Officer 
for the Safe Schools and 
Communities Team 
(SSCT) Mark Howell ad¬ 
vises parents to take an 
interest in their children’s 
online activities, and sug¬ 
gests that parents encour¬ 
age their children to show 
them how the websites 
they are using work. 

Mark Howell said: 
“Discuss the risks and 
benefits of these sites. 
Children should know 
that if they are worried, 
they can talk to their par¬ 
ents or another appropri¬ 
ate adult. Parents need to 


be alert for the signs of 
online grooming or cyber 
bullying. 

“Your child may be 
more private and secre¬ 
tive than usual. They may 
minimise screens, not en¬ 
gage with the family and 
spend long amounts of 
time on their mobile de¬ 
vice or take the device to 
their bedroom.” 

The police team run 
courses in schools and ed¬ 
ucated just over 33,000 
young people aged five to 
16-plus last year in inter¬ 
net safety. 

These courses include 
messages about keeping 
personal information 
safe, and encouraging 
young people to consider 
safe social networking 
and responsible online 
behaviour. 

The Safe Schools and 
Communities Team also 
hold classes for parents, 
delivering internet safety 
sessions. Parents can ei¬ 
ther contact local schools 
or Dorset Police direct on 
101 for more information 
on these. 

Dorset Police also have 
a newly formed dedicated 
team to investigate re¬ 
ports of online child 
abuse, working with the 
Child Exploitation and 


Online Protection Centre 
and partner agencies to 
safeguard children. 

Deputy Head of Public 
Protection Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Chris Naughton said: 
“The internet can be a 
fantastic place for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
where they can talk to 
friends, be creative and 
have fun. 

“However, just like in 
the real world sometimes 
things can go wrong. I 


would urge parents to 
visit the CEOP website 
for up to date advice on 
how to keep their children 
safe online.” 

If parents think that 
their child has been af¬ 
fected by their online 
communications they are 
urged to either contact the 
police on 101, report then- 
concerns via CEOP or use 
one of the many reporting 
portals on social media 
sites. 


Age UK helping people 
stay in their own home 

AGE UK is offering a paid-for home support service 
to help people stay in their home. 

The service is currently available in Dorchester, 
Weymouth and the surrounding areas. 

It does not offer any form of personal care but 
can help with household tasks such as cleaning, 
dusting, vacuuming, clothes washing, ironing, 
changing bed clothes; moderate pruning of trees, 
hedges and shrubs, planting and weeding, sweep¬ 
ing up leaves, mowing lawns, border edging.

The cost for the service is £12.50 an hour with 
mileage for shopping and other errands charged 
at 40p per mile.

Road safety first 


HUNDREDS of Dorset children have begun receiving 
life-saving lessons in road safety after schools re¬ 
sponded positively to help from a Dorset law firm’s 
charity arm. 

Battens Solicitors Charitable Trust has made up to 
£18,000 available for schools through its campaign. 

Individual donations of £200 were pledged to more 
than 40 schools to spend as they wish on road safety 
lessons.

STAFF from the Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil Ancient Technology Centre have 
been commissioned by English Her- 
itage to build five authentic Neolithic 
houses at the new Stonehenge visitor 
centre.

Make it yourself... 

Five Winter Vegetable Tagine 

With apricots, toasted almonds and yoghurt 

We love Tagines at Tierra Kitchen! There is something deeply 
captivating about the rich, almost sweet floral flavours. 

With it's fresh seasonal vegetables, toasted almonds and 
rich yoghurt, a Tagine is a full flavoured aromatic Winter 
warmer, while providing all the nutrients for a balanced 
meal. This is designed to be ready in an hour. 



Serves 4 very generously 
Equipment needed; 

A 3.5 litre capacity Saucepan, if you have a Tagine and wish to finish in the oven, Great! 

Ingredients; 

50 gm Olive oil 

1 Large onion, peeled and diced 

4 Cloves garlic, peeled and finely chopped 
1.5 cm Fresh ginger, peeled and finely chopped 

2 Small red chillies, (optional), seeded and finely chopped 

1 Heaped dessert spoon each of ground fennel, coriander and cumin 
1.5 Dessertspoon's tomato puree 
4 Sticks celery, washed and cut into 1cm chunks 
1 Medium leek, washed and cut into 1 cm chunks 

3 Medium carrots, peeled and cut into 1cm chunks 

1 Medium to large sweet potato, peeled and cut into 1cm chunks 
1 Medium to large parsnip, peeled and cut into 1cm chunks 
IGood sprig of thyme 

1.2 litres Vegetable stock (do use stock cubes/ powder and dissolve in water) 

200gm "ready to eat" dried apricots, (if ordinary dried apricots, cook for 10 minutes longer) 

80gm flaked almonds 

100 plus gm natural yoghurt (according to taste) 

300gm cous cous 

Method 

Place the saucepan on a low to medium heat, add the olive oil and the onion, saute for 3 minutes until 
the onion is beginning to become translucent, then add the garlic, ginger, chilli and the ground spices. 
Saute for 3 minutes more. Now stir in the tomato puree, and add the celery, leek and sweet potato. 
Saute and stir for 4 more minutes. 

Now add the carrot, parsnip and thyme, saute and stir for 4 more minutes so all the vegetables are 
coated in the spices , tomato and seasonings. Add the stock and bring to the boil. Turn the Tagine 
down to a simmer, place a lid on the saucepan and allow to cook slowly for 30 minutes. 

Meanwhile toast the almonds to a golden brown under a grill. 

Now, prepare some cous cous to serve with the Tagine; Bring 330ml water to the boil with halve a 
teaspoon of salt and 2 dessert spoons of olive oil. Place 300gm cous cous in a good sized bowl, evenly 
pour over the boiling water. Cover the bowl with cling film so the cous cous "steams" and absorbs all 
the water. Let stand for 15 minutes, then break and"fluff up" using a wooden spoon or better still by 
using your fingers Moroccan style. 

Add the apricots to the Tagine, give a good stir and simmer slowly for a further ten minutes. Season 
to taste with salt and pepper. 

Serve theTagine with plenty of toasted almonds on top, with the yoghurt on the side, and cous cous.

HERE we go! It's January and 
healthy eating time again! Oh, 
and this time it's coming from a 
veggie chef. 

Let's face it resolutions and healthy change 
are a bit scary for most people. However, this 
article is not intending to preach or convert, 
but simply to put a case that "great food 
can be healthy, sustainable, (vege¬ 
tarian), and still pack a flavour 
punch to challenge roast 
pork." 

Eating more healthily 
doesn't necessarily mean 
low fat and diet options. It 
does however mean eat¬ 
ing nutritious foods that 
will feed our bodies the 
right type of energy. It also 
does not mean converting 
to vegetarianism. But care¬ 
fully planned, fun, bal¬ 
anced meat free dishes a 
few times a week can 
make a real difference. 

The "Meat free Mondays" 
initiative, brainchild of 
Stella and Paul McCartney is 
a very current example of 
vegetarian moderation. The 


book is packed with excellent recipes, both 
healthy and flavoursome, and the idea has 
sparked a weekly plethora of great dishes ap¬ 
pearing in social media. My biggest inspira¬ 
tion is Dennis Cotter, the chef/ writer from 
Ireland's Cafe Paradiso, where I ate my best 
meal ever in a restaurant (I have eaten and 
worked in a fair few Michelin Star establish¬ 
ments ). Cotter has five books under his belt, 
all are a testament to how vegetarian food 
can be original, flavoursome and exciting. 

January still boasts a good harvest of local 
vegetables for a real five a day; Savoys, cavolo 
nero, leeks, broccoli, parsnips, chard, plus a 
good number of Winter stores from excellent 
local growers/suppliers such as Miller's Farm 
shop,Trill Farm, SK fruits in Bridport to name 
but a few. Nuts and seeds are great sources of 
alternative protein, with "good fats", vitamins 
and minerals. When combined in dishes the 
right way they can rival meat in stabilising 
hunger and cravings. 

For dairy produce, it doesn't get much bet¬ 
ter than in Dorset, East Devon and South 
Somerset. A little great cheese in cooking can 
be a lot! Why not ask the award winning Town 
Mill Cheesemonger in Lyme Regis or check 
out Jaxson's Deli in Bridport. 

So, there is a case for indulging in flavour 
packed healthy food. Next week the chal¬ 
lenge will be to sell this idea to children.

Jarring January as UK storms 
cause a 'Hole' lot of trouble 


The recent wet weather storms and risk of freez¬ 
ing conditions towards the end of the month, 
threaten to deliver the worst pothole season 
ever seen in the UK, according to Warranty Di¬ 
rect's road campaign website, Potholes.co.uk. 
Potholes traditionally appear on Britain's under- 
invested road network in greater numbers be¬ 
tween January and April. In 2013, Warranty 
Direct, which insures motorists against me¬ 
chanical damage, estimated that pothole re¬ 
lated repair bills cost almost £730million - a 
159% rise in three years. 

The Met Office reported that parts of southern 
England experienced around twice the average 
amount of rainfall normally expected in Decem¬ 
ber. With local authorities calculating a road 
network pitted with 200,000 potholes needing 
repair, persistently heavy rain and flood water 
has now created the perfect storm for a new 
plague of potholes. 

"The worst is yet to come," says Rory Buckley of 
Warranty Direct's potholes.co.uk. "This wet 
weather will be saturating roads right across the 
UK with existing potholes channelling water to 
weaken the road's substructure, literally paving 
the way for even more potholes and defects to 
arise." 

Current conditions are also treacherous for driv¬ 
ers with the growing threat of'invisible pot¬ 
holes'- filled with rainwater and much harder 
to spot, particularly in the dark winter commut¬ 
ing hours. 

Analysis of over 150,000 Warranty Direct poli¬ 
cies between 2010 and 2013 found that, on av¬ 
erage, 6.6% percent of cars suffered axle or 
suspension damage linked to potholes or road 
defects. 

However, in 2010 axle or suspension damage 
made up just 4.0% of all claims, in 2013 this had 
increased to 10.1 % - a 159% rise in cases. 

With around 29.4million cars on UK roads in 
2013 and an average repair bill of £247, the 


total annual cost for the estimated 2.9million 
cars struck by axle and suspension damage was 
calculated to be £729,396,000[1 j.The figure ex¬ 
cludes commercial vehicles. 

Heavy rainfall undermines the lower, structural 
layers of the road creating cracks, fissures and 
more potholes - which are then enlarged by a 
daily procession of vehicles widening and deep¬ 
ening the craters. 

Buckley adds: "Potholes and other road defects 
can cause sudden jarring or regular jarring 
which accelerates wear and tear to axle and sus¬ 
pension components, often leading to failure. 
Damage to wheel rims and punctured tyres are 
also a common fault of potholes." 

With almost 2million potholes filled over the 
last year at a cost of £99million, the shortfall in 
annual road structural budget is calculated to 
be £741 million - £6.2million on average per au¬ 
thority.
